8. Impartially one oan contend that the Church is able to cur© human souls, found 
moral principles and strengthen legality© 

9* Beginning a fight against the Churoh today vro would risk immense losses through 
the undermining of our position, We cannot change our polioy in connection with 
the Churoh, and this policy Tdll be respected in all it3 implications following 
tho decisions taken with the representatives of the Executive of the Pol '.ah 
Communist Party in Moscow. 

10u Following tho decision w® have# excluded from the land reform all Churoh property, 
we have not eliminated religion from the schools, and we order all our mentors 
to partake aotivoly in tho religious life of their communities. 

11. The Churoh Tdll help us exceedingly In. our work as it will help, appease trends— 
it will do that if we do not attack it or provoke it for the time being.
